come over me.

I had been told the combination 
of the safe and I tried twice to open It. but failed. I then rushed ito 
the upper deck, telllnc Wlldnwn to let the box KO. "When I reached 
the upper deck It was deserted. I saw Hiree boats Just leaving tlio 
vessel, which was rocking In a terrific manner and was about to sink. 
I ran to the rail and Jumped for one of the boarts. I struck the «?dg<> 
of the boat and fell Into the water, but was picked up Immediately. A 
Chinese Jumped from <the vessel Just after I did. 
He was the last 


person to leave. 


"There was one boat behind the one In which I was seated. That 


was the one In which J. R. Carpenter -and Chief Engineer P. J. Herll- 
hy were, seated. As -the vessel plunged downward It struck this boat 
ntnd smashed It to pieces. Carpenter and llerlihy were thrown many 
fert. but manage:! to catch hold of some Moating debris.

Com- 
petition has become *o acute that Industrial enterprises In 
particular are driven to extremis In their efforts to hold 
their own against tlvals, and several cases can be cited 
where the emplojes hnvo been given a sh.ire of the profits 
In order to Incite them to take n greater pernonul Interest 111 
their work. 


In the United States In particular the principle of pioflt 


gharlng. which Is but a step removed from pure co-operation. 
Is becoming generally re-cognized OH one of the main ele- 
mentB of success. The cmplojer who cannot arouse In his 
employs n personal Interest In his welfare hns little chance 
to win In the great battle of trade. 
A mumifactutlng con- 


cern employing from the hundredfl to the thousands Is vir- 
tually nt the mercy of those whom It hires. 
By fiecurlng 


thtlr active Interest In the work there Is lesn waste of time 
nnd material, which saving alone Is productive of big re- 
turns, on the principle that a penny saved Is a penny earned. 
"Wo have yet to meet keener competition than we have en- 
countered In the past, and the only vvuy to win appears to 
be In the direction of profit sharing and co-operation. 
\V« 


may talk about arbitration and all other remedies, but the 
man. unman or child who has a personal Interest In his or 
her work beyond that of merely earning wages Is bound to 
accomplish more nnd labor with greater sincerity of purpose 
than Is the case where a per diem Is the only Is-ue at "take 
Profit sharing nnd ro-opeiatlon bridge over the thnsm he 
tween labor und capital, and It appears to be the only ra 
tlonul solution of the problems which now beset our Inuui 
trial welfare.

Hut the court official* almost forbade 
her Inking the heir to the throne Into 
danger, and she went alone, exposing 
herself In e\ery way and aiding the 
doctors In staying the panic, fieveral 
years before, while visiting the hospi- 
tals, she hnd *be«n. 1>y mistake, shown 
Ito n smallpox ward; when. Instead nf 
turning bark In dismay, she hnd iri"- 
slsted ui>on going ifrom bed to bed, say 
Jng words of cheer to ths patients. Ile- 
membcrlng her remarkable beauty, 
women must rex-ognlze the Intrepidity 
of her somewhat quixotic action. This 
fearlessness and 
sqorn of timidity., 


thus Inculcated both by precept and 
•example, was nn Important factor In 
the forming »f the boy Lulu'a char- 
acter.

had he been brought tip In France can 
ne\er be known. After his healthy 
and wholesome English training he met 
th* problem with good common sense. 
On the occasion of the eluhteenth birth- 
day. 6,000 Frenchmen had come o\er to 
offer him their imords and their lives. 
In a speech mail* by the Duk* «f Padua. 
The young- Prince replied with broken 
\olc« and unconscious eloquence, t*ll- 
Inr them frankly that h* would like to 
be Emperor of the French, but that h« 
•aw- no sign that his countrym*n at 
large had need of him. He promised to 
be ready to serve them If the time ever 
cam*, and meantime to become an good 
a man and soldier as possible. They 
went back mor» than ever devoted to 
this Napoleon and his cause. 


With his manhood came to the de- 


throned Empress a desire that her Ixiy 
should find a wife. His heart was not 
dlsengagetl. The youngest daughter of 
his kindly frl*nd. the Queen, was the 
goddaughter of his mother and his fa- 
vorite companion for years. Whether 
the Princess Ileatrlce returned the love 
of the attractive boy. only a, year older 
than herself. In not known, but their'' 
unlnn was nn Impossibility. The laws 
of England forbid the marriage of a. 
member orth» royal family to a Hnman 
Catholic, and the fan of Eugenie, faith- 
ful daughter of the church, could never 
have abjured his faith. Overtures were 
made by the Empress to the Princess 
Thyra'of Denmark, th* youngest of the 
famous trio nf beautiful daughters ot 
the old King, but ngaln state reasons, 
forbade the union.
